Everyone can learn to write good 
English, but few people can write 
news of Interest to the majority 
of people, she said.

There are two distinct languages 
in the Journalistic world, the lan­ 
guage spoken by college graduat­ 
es and that spoken by tho people 
of the street. 
Th© writer, Mrs. 
Lindsay said, should -not allow his 
style to be greatly influenced by 
either language, because his read­ 
ers are varied and he must write 
so that every one can read intelli­ 
gently and get the true meaning. 
Mrs. Lindsay went on further 
to say that if 
you 
ar© 
quoting 
someone, 
quote 
correctly, 
and 
when writing a newspaper story 
use the language and slang (If it 
Is used) that the Interviewed per­ 
son 6peaks. 
If the reporter chang­ 
es the style 
and 
uses 
flowery 
words 
where 
common 
words 
should -be or vice-versa, then the 
story has lost its originality and 
Is worth little. 
"News,” Mrs. Lindsay said, "is 
what It implies, that Is, it is not 
news unless it is of importance 
to the majority of people. 
There 
are many kinds of news and var­ 
ious sources through which it can 
be obtained, but it often pays not 
to writ© everything you see as 
you see it, as many papers have 
been sued for publishing the truth 
about someone.” 
In conclusion Mrs. Lindsay said, 
" I like newspaper wrork because 
It brings me in close contact with 
every side of life and enables me 
to see and learn new things that 
I probably would never bear of in 
every day life.”
